It was at first feared that the child, 
whose misadventure recalls that of 
the hapless victims of Kingsley’s vil- 
lainous Grimes, the chimney-sweep, in

ALTHOUGH we are constantly urged to 
cS * eat more salads,” the urging is the 
nearest acquaintance that the majority 
of us, who have to depend on the public 
cating places, get wilh this wholesome 
food—unless you can call half a aozen 
lettuce leaves drenched in vinager, and 
tasting of the knife which cut them up 
into shreds, or a little tinned fruit mixed 
with a prune or so, salad. " 

A salad is a very excellent dish, but 
somehow or the other it has a knack ot 
missing fire unless the mixer of the dress- 
ing is of another nationality than our 
own. Yet salad is easy to make. Any 
sort of edible green stuff, scraps of cold 
cooked vegetable, meat, fish, or ripe fruit 
can be utilised. All that is required for 
the mixing is a lavish hand for oil, a 
miserly one for the vinegar—and the best 
of hoih these condiments that can be 
obtained. f 

Do not soak a lettuce for hours in cold 
water before using it for a salad. Wash 
it well in cold water, hang it up to drain 
in a wire basket, shaking it from time to 
time, or roll it lightly in a dry cloth, 
and leave for an hour. 

Never use a knife to cut up ghe leaves. 
Pull them into pieces with the fingers. 
Don't use the centre hard “ mid-rib " of 
Pull the leaf off—it will 
part quite easily from the stem, Never 
use a lettuce dripping with water. If you 
you have not the time to dry it in one 
of the methods already mentioned, dab 
the leaves lightly with a dry cloth, and 
get rid of the superfluous moisture that 
way. 

Never mix fresh green stuff with a 
dressing containing either vinegar or 
lemon juice until 1 is to be served. The 
acidity wil! cause the lettuce to sag and 
lose its crispness. The French call it 
"fired." and thev have a saying to the 
effect that a ‘tired salad " is as untempt- 
ing as a bald-headed woman. Personally 
1 meres with them in both: particulars, 
Neither should le allowed. The bald wo- 
man can wear a cap, and there is no 
necessity to mix the dressing with the 
green stuff until it is practically on the 
point of being eaten. 

If it is not convenient to make the 
dressing at table mix it at the bottom of 
the bowl, lay the salad servers across it, 
so that they form a sort of platform on 
to which the green stuff can be lightly 
piled. Mix just before serving. A salad 
once it is mixed cannot be stirred too 
much.

REMOVING TAR STAINS FROM 
CLOTHES.—These stains can bé removed 
from dress material by treating several 
times with benzine applied with a rag. 
After each application of the benzine the 
stains should be brushed with a nail 
brush, to help to loosen the tar, and the 
henzine should be removed with a clean 
cloth. After being three or four times 
treated in this way the stains will en- 
tirely disappear, and the clothes may 
then be hang in the open air to allow the 
bensine to pass away. 

STAINS ON LEATHER-COVERED 
CHAIRS.—Grease stains may he removed 
from leather chair covers by rubbing 
with linseed oil and vinegar. Boil 1 pint 
of oil, and when nearly cold pour in an 
equal quantitv of vinegar. his should 
he mixed, and then put into a bottle. 
Apply with a clean piece of flanne!, rub- 
Ling the soiled parts thoroughly. Polish 
with a soft leather or silk. 

CARE OF ORNAMENTS. — Hand. 
painted china should never be allowed 
to stand in hot water, as this injures the 
decoration. Glass and china ornaments 
should be washed in moderately hot 
water, in which a little «oan powder has 
heen dissolved. Never put many dishes 
in the washing basin at once, as they are 
liable to beeome chipped. For cut glass 
a soft brush is necessary. To dry it 
thoroughly use eawdust, as it absorbs the 
moisture.

An innocent boyish face, fair hair 


bruched back from hie forehead, the 


drawling accent of the spoilt scn of an aristocrat, a frank disarming emile— 
these were the distinguishing characteristics of Netley Evelyn Lucas, aged 20, 
who was sentenced te 12 months in the second division at the Old Bailey by 
the Recorder (Sir E. Wild) on charges of torgery and house-breahing. 

Smartiy dressed and dapper, he locked singularly out of place in the doch. 
Yet he admitted his guilt of a string of offences which few older criminale 
could equal either in number, ingenuity, or in sheer audacity. 


Lucas, a former publie schoolboy, 
whom Borstal treatment failed to cure 
of his mania for crime, pleaded guilty 
to thefts of articles worth some 4300, 
and asked that other charges outstand- 
ing should be taken into consideration. 
He put forward the plea that he had 
been influenced by a man he had met 
in prison. 

Such, in brief, is the story of Lucas’s 
first appearance at the Old Bailey, but 
behind it is perhaps the most astonish- 
ing ''crook " career ever brought to 
light.
